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18th June, 1852.—John Nicholls, a schoolmaster, this day 
died of starvation in Gray's Inn Lane. He was latterly reduced ty 
earn his livelihood by writing bills for tradesmen's windows, The 
parish allowed a loaf a week for the support of himself and his 

ralytic wife. The poor woman found him dead in at her side, 
The ‘ollowing day he would have become entitled to £120 in cash, 
and an annuity of £60. The coroner's jury censured the parochial 
authorities for their cruelty in the case. The word starration is 
not to be found in any of the early dictionaries, and is believed to 
have been first used by Mr. Dundass, first Lord Melville, ina debate 
o ane House of Commons on the American question in the year 

18th June, 1815.—At the glorious battle of Waterloo, fought this 
day, Colonel Rough was selected by the Duke of Wellington to 
perform some service requiring energy and promptitude. “ Rough 
and ready,” said the Duke, when the Colonel cheerfully undertook 
the duty: and the Colonel thenceforth adopted the words as a 
motto, which is still borne by his family, 


SE EEN 

19th June 1811.—On this day the Prince Regent gave a 
graud féte at Carlton House to upwards of 2,000 of the nobility 
and gentry, including the French Princes and emigrant noblesee, 
rivalling in gaiety and 5 peel la vielle cour de Versailles. The 
public were admitted for several days after to see the costly 
arrangements, The crowd was immense, and many accidents 
occurred. Several ladies had their dresses torn from their backs, 
and were to be seen in groups in Carlton Gardens with dishevelled 
ation divested of much of their drapery, waiting a fresh supply 
of clothes. 

19th June, 1823.—The work eo popular half a century ago, called 
“ Adventures in Search of the Picturesque,” was written by an able 
but eccentric man named William Combe.” He wrote the book, and 
Rowlandson illustrated it. It was published by Ackerman, in the 
Strand, and had, for that time, an almost unexampled “run.” 
Combe was extravagant, and ran through not only an inherited 
fortune but also ecormous sums earned by his facile pen. He died 
in the King’s Bench prison on the above date. 


20th June, 1878.—At the Croydon County Court, this day, 
a lady was sued for £47 15s, An assistant to the plaintiffs, bonnet- 
makers at the West-end, said the account was for bonnets supplied 
to the defendant. His Honour (with ae aihreent) “ £47 for 
bonnets”! How many, pray ?—Witness: Five. The lady required 
a diamond spray in one of the feathers, which were all very costly, 
—His Honour: Costly? I should think 6o, indeed. W ell, there is 
no defence. You are entitled to a verdict, but it appears to me 
wicked and reprehensible extravagance. The cost o one of these 
articles should be sufticient to dress a lady well. 

June, 1756.—One hundred and twenty-five persons were this 
day suffocated in the Black Hole at Calcutta. The name of this 
city is derived from a cutta, or temple, dedicated to the Hindou 
goddess, Culy, 

20th June, 1854.—A lady was this day burnt on the stage of 
Plymouth Theatre, while taking her part in ap amateur performance 
given by the officers of the garrison. 


21st June, 1821.—The opera Der Fricschiit: was this day pro- 
duced by Weber at Berlin, The early opera in this country was a 
setting of English words to dramatic music, with vocal recitatives 
and instrumental introductions to the acts, About 1650, tragedies 
and comedies being considered very scandalous by the Presbyte- 
rians, were by them suppressed. William Davenant contrived a 
way to start ap Italian opera to be performed by declamatiou and 
music. This Italan opera commenced in Rutland House in 
Charterhouse Yard, May 23rd, 1656, and was afterwards removed to 
the Cockpit in Drury Lane. The Sarge of Rhodes was produced in 
1656, and the Cruelty of the aces an Peru iv 1658, . 

2st June, 1827.—Burglary, by an Act of George IV, of this date, 
was now punished by death. Some half a century ago, a dead 
man's band was considered part of the stock-in-trade of a Lanca- 
shire burglar, just as a crow-bar and “jemmy” are now, It was 
supposed that a lighted candle placed on the hand could neither 

‘© out bor burn out, and whilst it was lit, the inmates of the house 

ing robbed could never awake. E 

2ist June, 1813.—Bilbao, in Spain, was this day taken by Wel- 
lington. Bilboes are the fetters in which the aukles of refractory 
or mutinous sailors are confined when they are sentenced to be put 
in irons. The word is derived from Bilbao, in Spain, where they 
were first made. Some bilboes found in the Spanish Armada are 
preserved in the Tower, 


22nd June, 1861.—The great Tooley Street tire commenced 
this day. Mr. Braidwood, the superintendent of the London Fire 
Brigade, unfortunately lost his life. Many stories are told of the 
intrepidity and presence of mind he displayed during the time he 
was fire-master at Eetabareh, On one occasion he carried first one 
barrel of gunpowder, and then another, through the midst of a fire 
from a cellar, thus preventing, at the utmost personal risk, au 
explosion which might have caused great destruction of life and 
Peopesty. At his funeral the concourse of ople had not been 
equalled since the interment of the Duke of Wellington. 

22nd June, 1791.—Daniel Mendoza, the rize-fighter, was matched 
to fight Bill Warr at Stoken Ohurch, Oxfordshire, on this day, and 
after twenty-three rounds of hard ee » he succeeded in 
“accomplishing” his man, which established his fame, and his 
scientific excellence was generally acknowledged. 

June, 1535.—Bishop Fisher was this day beheaded on Tower 

Hill. The phrase, “Going to pot,” like the kindred phrase, “Get- 
ting into hot water,” is a relic of the barbarous puvishment of boil- 
ing to death, which was inflicted on poisoners in the olden time. 
Bishop Fisher's cook suffered in this horrible manner, 


23rd June, 1594.—On this day wooden mannikins were first 
burnt in the courtyard of the Palace of Justice at Paris, instead of 
as heretofore, live cats. Previous to this, in Paris and other town: 
on this day, a dozen cate, supposed to be sorcerers and witches who 
had assumed the feline shape. were fastened up together iu an iron 
cage, and burnt alive in the feua de Saint Jean, 

June, 1775.—The first public regatta was held this day upon 
the Thames. The word “regatta” in the Venetian dialect originalls 
denoted a race among the gondoliers, which took place annually 
with great sclemnity. The word is now applied to both rowing and 
sailing matches indiscriminately,
